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18. (Unclassified - LLM) BRIEFING Called Pat Holt, Chief 
of Staff, Senate Foreign Relations Committee, and confirmed that the 
Director would be available to meet with the Committee at 10:00 a.m.

He said he 
thought it was greatly improved from their standpoint and that he would 
show it to Representative Lucien Nedzi (D. , Mich. ), Chairman of the Ho\ise 
Armed Services Special Subcommittee on Intelligence.
